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Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains more than 1 50 
words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claims 1 3-14 recite a method of using a film; however, the claims do not set forth 
steps to define the methods. The absence of steps renders the claims indefinite. See 
MPEP2173.05(q). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-12 and 15 are allowed. 

6. Claims 13-14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 



matter: 
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8. The closest prior art, Bagrodia et al., teaches polymer-clay nanocomposites 
comprising a matrix polymer, an amorphous oligomer, and a layered clay material. The 
matrix polymer includes crystalline polyamide polymers (col. 1 1 lines 8-34), and the clay 
material includes anisotropic fillers having the applicant’s claimed size and aspect ratio 
(col. 15 lines 15-42). However, the reference specifies that the clay materials are 
ground or reduced in size before addition to the polyamide (col. 16 lines 25-32); also, 
the amorphous oligomers detract from the nucleating properties of the clay materials 
(col. 14 lines 15-27). Thus, it is the examiner’s position that the films of the reference 
would not possess the applicant’s claimed aspect ratio and spherulite distance 
limitations.
